Tax Change to 
Help Parents

WASHINGTON W) — A provision 


in the administration's tax revi- 
sion bill designed chiefly to benefit 
fathers with children 
in college 


was reported today to have the 
tentative approval of the Senate 
Finance Committee. 


The new provision would allow a 


parent to continue to take the $600 
exemption for a child under 19 or 
who is a' student even though the 
child earns more than $600 during 
the year. The parent would have 
to provide 
at 
least half of the 


child's support. 


Underpreserit 
law, if earnings 


exceed $600, the father loses the 
$600 exemption on his tax, 


An estimated 1,300,000 taxpayers 


would benefjt from this change. 
The revenue lo§£ would be about 
75 million a year.

When for some years during the 


summers our home was visited by 
my nephews and nieces I would 
read the Bible daily at family wor- 
ship. The children \voulcl say "Read 
the Old Testament, uncle." 


I suppose that the distinctive and 


beautiful stories of the New Test- 
ament were already very familiar 
to them, but I have often wondered 
why they so much emphasized that 
perferences i'or the Old. 


Certainly, much in the Old Testa- 


ment cannot be considered appro- 
priate for children — the records 
of evil kings, the stories of vio- 
lence and wars, the flagrant im- 
moralities of individuals and the 
adultry of King David. 


The Old Testament would nvt 


be an honest record if it did not 
reflect the times out of which it 
came. Nor would it be so pro- 
found a book about men if it ig- 
nored thij evil in him and dealt 
only with his quest of righteous- 
ness and his achievements 
ol 


faith and goodness. 


What is dominant in 
the 
Old 


Testament, 
though 
children 


would hardly sense this, is the 
triumph of good over evil, the 
passion to be and to do right, the 
noble and courageous aspiration 
of those who cried: 


"Search me, O God, and known 


my heart ;try me and know my 
thoughts; and see if there be any 
wicked way in me and lead me 
in the way everlasting" 
(Psalms 


139:23, 24). 
That is something 
far re mov- 


ed from 'the 
evil 
of kings, and 


about which I have been reading 
the., f aisles 
of false 
prophets 


in I Kings. 
I imagine one of the stories in 


which the children delighted 
was 


the story of Elijah, the man 
of 


goodness and courage the heroic 
defender of all that he believed 
to be right, even when he thought 
that he wa£ standing alone. 


I 'think, perhaps, I should have 


tried to impress upon the chil- 
dren the 
fact 
that 
Elijah was 


mistaken about' his standing alone 
There were 
seven 
thousand like 


him. We never stand alone when 
we stand for the right.
